Order of the Clergy ; which ſo enraged che King, that his 
Fellow-Bifhops fearing they ſhould feel the Effects of the 
King's Diſpleaſure, & laſt prevailed with Becket-ro rake a 
ſolemn Oarh to allow thoſe Laws; which he had almoſt- 
no ſooner done, but he prererded to be prick'd in Conſci- 
ence for ſo doing; and defir'd the Fope's Abſolution upon 
that Account; which the Pontiff not only readily gave, 
but enjoyniog him an eaſie Pennance, required him to per- 
viſt reſolutely in his former Opinion.

Lewis's Attempts, and 
made him willing o treat of Peace; ſo that being ab- if 
ſoly'd by the Pope s Legare, and reeciving a ſtipulated Wi 
um of Money, he ſurrender d up all the Forts, -Towns, U f 
and Caſtles in his Poſſeſſion, and failed back to Nance; 
leaving his Engliſh Friends to ſhift ſqr themſe lues. 
Aft now the Kingdom haying Time co Urtache; the 
protector call'd a Parliament, in Which the LAW of Ring 
Edward were revived, and Magna Charta, or the Grand 
Charter of the Liberty of he Subiect was confirm'd and 
Tax granted for the Recovery of Poicters and Gaſco gn, 
aa Army fent into France under Richard the Rings 
P brocher; which Places had been ſeized by the French, 
ad choſe Provinces being ſoon regain'd,. a Peace enſued. 
Bat peace abroad was ſucceeded by new Troubles at home 
for the Ring truſting only in ſome debauch'd Ofhicers a- 
bour him, Hiebe his Nobtlicy and Loyal Subjects, inva- 
ding their Liberties and Eſtates, and oppreſſing tem wich 
grievous and unneceſſary Impoſitions, which were levi - 
ed wtth· the utmoſt Severity. After many fruitleſs Com- 
Prins for a Regulation of theſe Grievances, at length a 
Parliament was call'd at Oxford, the proceedings where- 
in were of fo vio ent a Nature, that it was ſtiled In/anum 
Parliameiitum, or the mad Parliament; for when many 
Complaints of Oppreſſion were brought before em, they 
eſtablith's many Things, which, though profitable to che. 
Common-wealth, yet were a Diminution of the Kings 
krerogative; and to the End that what they had done 
night be laſting, they choſe Twelve of the chief Peers of 
ue Kingdom, of which the Earl of Glouceſter and Simm 
ant fort, Earl of Leiceſter, were Chief; and theſe were

ſſnops, denouncing in a publick Manner, a ſolemn Curſe, 


a againſt af chat ſhould uppoſe the Authority of the TWehye 
Peers Which was like pouring Oil upon che Fire, and 
making che Flames of the King's Diſcontent to blaze 
ſo much the more: For he, upon this Difappointmenr, 
went over to Lewis the French King, there to divert him- 
ſeif, where he was treated with much Kindneft and Mag- 
nificence. „ | | 

The King, being ſtill troubled with his old Grief; the 
Diminution ot the Regal Authority, did with no ſmall 


Charge, obtain two Bulls (tho ſecretly) from Pope Alex. 
agnder; by which the King, and al others hg Had {worn 
to maintain the new Laws, and to ſtand by the Authority 

ot the Twelve Peers, were freed and abſolved from their 


Oaths. But this Bull was kept very ſecret, and ſo the 


Peers ruled all, leaving the King nothing ar all to do; fo 


thar he was little better than a Nominal Prince, Soon 
after this, Hugh Spencer, being Lord Chief Juſtibe, was 
diſmiſſed by che Twelve Peers, as one charg'd with Cor- 
ruption and Arbitrary Procecdings. They alſo turn'd out 
thoſe Sheriffs and Juſtices which the King had made, 
and put in others, which made rhe King fo uneaſie, * 
he reſolved to make uſe of the Pope's Bulls, and cauſed 
them to be read and .proclaimed in the chief Citiès and 
Towns of England and Ireland; adding, That all who 
did any Ways ſupport the Laws of the Twelve pzers, 
- ſhould be impriſoned : Then he proceeded to take an 


Oath of all above twelve Years old, in and about London, 


to be true to him and his Heirs: Bur the Twelve pzers 
were nor at al daunted hereat, but publickly declar'd, That 

ney were reſolved rather to die, than recede from the 
Acts of that auguſt Aſſembl x. * 
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Yet, judging che King was contriving againſt them, 
hey rais'd a Dog Army inthe Marches of Wales, where 
when chey had rais d an Army to defend themſelves, they, 
{drefſed che King by Letters, proteſting their Fidelity, 
and be ſee ching in the moſt humble Manner, if he had 
any Regard ro God's Honour, and his own and Peoples 
Weltare, to forſake thoſe Counſels that were given him 
to ſuppreſs the Ordinances of Oxford, and the Authority, 
of the twelve Peers. Bur the King, being of another 
Mind, returned no Anſwer : Which cauſed the Lords to 
march with a ſtrong Army to London, deſtroying and burn- 
ing, as they wenr, the Houſes of ſuch as favoured the 
Pope's Bulls, as being Enemies to the Ring and Kingdom; 
and were joy ſully received by the Citizens of London. a 
But the King, who ſought nothing more than to di- 
vide the Lords, gave out, that himſelf and the greateſt 
Part of the Barons were agreed, and exhorted the Peo- 
ple to lay aſide heir Arms, that. Peace might be again 
reſtored. But this did not hinder the Barons from march 
ing to Windſor, where they rifled and removed all the 
Strangers chey found. After which, upon the King's 
Motion, all their Differences were referred to Lewis the 
french King; and then we may eaſily judge what the 
Reſult of it was, for he declared, That all che new Laws, 
and the Power of the twelve Peers, ſhould be maid vid, 
and diſſolyed: But the Lords, judging his Sentence to 
be partial, berake themſelves again to their Arms, waſt - 
ing whatever belonged to Sir Roger Mortimer, who ad- 
Viſed the King againſt them. And tho Prince Edward 
raſed an Army againſt chem, yer he was ſoon over- 
thrown ; and then they marched in Triumph to Lon- 
dn, But in the mean Time the King hearing Peter and 
Simon Mont ford had raiſed Forces at Northampton, 
went thither with his Forces, and took the Town by 
Aſſau t, taking the two Commanders and ſeveral others, 
Priſoners, | Pens | * 
But the Barons being very ſtrong, this did not ar 
all diſcourage em; yet they ceaſed not te ſend Letters 
to the King, wich new Proteſtations of their Fidelity, ir | 
the Laws were obſerved. But King Henry, his Brother | 
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Richard King of the Romans, and his Son Prince Ed. 
ward, gave the Barons an abſolute Defiance; who there. 

upon advancing with their Forces near Lewis in Suſſex, 
engaged with the King's Army, where, after an'obſti 
nate and bloody Battle, the King, his Brother, the Ring 
of the Romans, and his Son Prince Edward, were ta- 
ken Priſoners, and above ' 20000 [lin on the Spot. 


inchn'd ro hearken to a Peace :-/ So that it was at laſt 
agreed, That the King, by new Artieles and Oaths, 
ſhould - re-eſtabliſh the Power of the twelve Peers, and 
the other new Laws; but with this Proviſo, That tw1 
Spiritual and two Temporal Lords ſhould amend and alter 
what they ſaw occaſion for : And if they could not agree, it 
was to be left to the Umpirage of the Duke of Britain. 
Which being concluded, the eldeſt Sons of both Kings 
were put into, the Barons Hands as Hoſtages, continuing 
Ain Dover Caſtle about nine Montlis. And then, tho the 
Ring called another Parliament, yet the Oxford Ordinan- 
es were again confirmed, the King ſwearing to mantain 
the Authority of the twelve Peers, and thoſe Laws, until 
any ching were found to be amiis in them; and all who 
had defended them in the late Wars were pardoned ; and 
then the two Princes were ſet at Liberty. Bur ſoon after 

. the Headsof the Barons Faction, which were the Earls of 
.» Glouceſter and Leiceſter, fell out about theſe Laws; where- 
upon Prince Edward, joyning with Glouceſter, a cruel 
Battle was fought pear Everſham-in Worceſter, where'n 
the Earl of Leiceſter and his Son, and Sir gh Spencer 
being lain, the Power of the Barons was utter ly defeatcd; 
upon which, a Parliament being called, the King was 
then ſo abſolute, that no Man durſt contradict his Will; 
upon which the Authority of the twelve Peers, and all 
the Patents, Commiſſions and Inſtruments relating to 
them, were brought forth, and pub'ickly cancell'd and 
made void: And King Henry regain d his former Autho- 
rity, to do as he pleas'd. And now the King thought this 

a proper Seaſon to humble the City of London; but, up- 
on their Submiſſion, the Storm of his Anger was ſoon 
c | The 
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The Earl of Glouceſter, who, by revolting from the 
Barons, had caus d their total Overthrow at Eve ſham, not 


meeting with that Preferment from the King which he 
expected, rerir'd from Court into the City, where the 
people flock'd about him in Mulritudes, and ſorgot the 

King's laſt Pardon, and their own Danger; and ſallying 
through Temple-Bar, rifled the King's Palace ar Weſtmin- 


er, wich che Houſes of many Court-Favourites ; which 


had coſt em dear, had not che Prince and the King's 


Counſellors prevailed with the Ring, (fearing che Civil 
Wars might break out again) to grant a Pardon to the 
Earl of Glouceſter, and all that had acted in the late Tu- 
mult. But tho the Earl had his Pardon, yer finding but 
cold Entertainment at Court, he requeſted the King to fend 
him with an Atmy to the Holy Land, which was readily 
granted by the King, who had rather have his Room than 
his Company. But when the Army was rais d, the Earl 
repenting of his Undertaking, and making many unneceſ- 
ſary Delays, che King took che Command of his Army 
out of the Earl's Hand, and gave it to Prince Edward, 
who tranſported the Army into Paleſtine, where, by his 
Valorous Atchievements, he became a Terror to the Turks, 
and gained himſelt great Honour. But the Turks, ſeeing 
they could do nothing againſt Prince Edward by Force, 
reſolved to difparch him by Treachery; for a villainous 
Saracen, under a Pretence of delivering him a Letter, 
wounded him in the Arm with an ewenom'd Knife; 
whereupon the Prince ſtruck him down wich his Foot, 
and the Guard coming in, cut the Villain in pieces. Yet 
the Wound was fo delperate, by Reaſon of the Venom, 
that the Prince had dy d, if his loving and vertuous Wife, 
who had accompany'd him in that tedious Journey, had 
not, with the Hazard of her own. Life, ſuck d the Poiſon 
out of the Wound, by which Means. he recovered. . But, 
during the Abſence of the brince in the Holy Land, Ring 
Henry died at St. Edmonsbury in Suffolk, when he had 
reigned above 36 Years; and in the 65th Year of bis Age, 
and was buried at Weſtminſter, 12k. 
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KigED WARD the Firſt 
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' ( Ing Edward the Firſt, (who from the Tallneſs of 
7 his Perſon, was ſirnamed Long ſbanls) being at the 
Time of his Father's Death in Paleſtine, warring againſt 
the Turks, had no ſooner Notice thereof brought him, 
than he prepared for his Journey Home ; and arriving 
in a ſhort Time after in England, he was received with 
- great Joy by all his Subjects, and was crowned King in the 
One and Thirtieth Year of his Age: At his Coronation, 
Five Hundred great Horſes were let Jooſe, and any that 
would might take them, which was done in the Honour 
of ſo Warlike a Prince. Soon after his Coronation, he 
called a Parliament at Weſtminſter, to which he ſummoned 
Lluellin, Prince of Wales, to do Homage for che Prin · 
cipality he held; but Lluellin (being diſguſted, becauſe 
Elianyr, Daughter to the late Earbof Leiceſter, was ta- 


ken Oy che Engliſh on the Sea, as ſhe was coming from 


France. to be his Wife) not only refuſed to come, but 
raiſed an Army of elch Men, conſiſting of ſeveral 
Thouſand Men, tho but mean and thieviſn Fellows, with 
aden he dd mach Miſtich. The King luring Kore 
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hereof, reſolved. ro make himſelf terrible ro the Welch, 


by raiſing a very formidable Army; which Lluellin find- 
ing himſelf unable to refiſt, ſubmitred himſelf to the 
King, making ſolemn Oaths of his Fidelity to the King, 
againſt France and all others, telling the King, that it was 
his extream Love to the Lady Elianor, who was taken 
and kept from him, that was the Cauſe of his Rebellion; 
whereupon King Edward freely granted him his Pardon, 
and his beloved Lady; and thus all was ended without 
any Bloodſhed: Yer notwithſtanding all chis Kindneſs of 
King Edward, a few Years after, Lluellin s Brother David, 
a Man of a ſeditious Temper, tho much favour'd by the 


King, prevailed with his Brother to rake Arms again, in 


which Time there paſſed many ſharp Encounters berween 


him and Sir Roger Mortimer, till in the End the Tw . 
Brothers were taken, and both their Heads being ſent to 


the King, he cauſed them to be ſer upon the Tower of 
London. Yer would not the Welch Men be quiet, but re- 
helled twice within'T wo Months after, tho ar their own 
Coſt,” for they were reduced by very ſevere Slaughters 
and Executions. And che King finding they maintained 
their Wars by hiding themſelves, and ſheltering amongſtz 


vaſt Woods and Forefts, he cauſed all the Woods to be 


cut, and burnt down; and by that Means they became 
more civiliz'd, applying themſelves. co Arts and Trades, 
like other People. 


In his eighteenth "Year, Alexander, King of Scots, - 
his Neck by a Fall from his Horſe, and leaving 
no Iſſue behind him, his Three Siſters equally laid Claim 


breaking 


to the Crown, the eldeſt af which, was married to John 
Baliol, Lord of Galloway ; the ſecond, to Robert le Bruce, 
Lord of Valley Andrew; and the third, to John Haſtings, 
Lord Abergavenny, in England. Theſe having long con- 
tended with each other, loſt many Men, and ruin'd 2 


great part of the Country, at laſt agreed to refer the De- 


cifion of their Cauſe to King Edward, who, as their 
Sovereign Lord, went into Scorland, with a conſidera- 
ble Army to compoſe their Differences: And all ha- 
Ing agreed by a publick Writing, under their Hand 
and Seals to that Purpoſe, King Edward choſe rwenty 
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_ Engliſh Men, and as many Scots, all of good Judgriin 


and Underſtanding, to conſult thereupon ; and after they 
had come to a Determination, he adjudged the Crown t 
John Baliol, who had married the eldeſt Siſter, and he 
was thereupon declared to be King; and having received 
5 Crown from King Edward, did him Homage for the 

me. : | 

Whilſt King Edward was thus buſied iu Scotland, the 
French King enters into the Engliſh Territories in Gaſcoig 


and Gan, taking ſame Towns, and committing many 


Outrages upon King Edward 's Subjects; upon which the 
King raiſes an Army, and to ſupply his Neceſſities, he 


exacted Money from: the Clergy, ſeizing upon the Money, 


Plate, and Jewels, which he found in Churches and Reli- 


© gious Houſes, as he had been advis'd by William March his 


Treaſurer, who affirm'd, That the Money ought to be cur- 
rent according to its Name, it being made for the Uſe of 


the People, and not to lie ruſting in Cheſts, without Advar- 


tage to any one. Nor was this all, for che King forced be 
Clerꝑy to give one Halt Year's Revenue of all rheir Eccleſi- 
aſtical Dignities, which went very much againſt the Grain, 
they affirming, That at the Council of Lyons, there wa a 
Canm lately made, by which they were excus'd ſrom all 
Temporal Supplies: But the King told them in ſhorr, Since 
you'refuſe to help me, I will alſo refuſe to help you : And 


ſince you refuſe to help me as your Prince, Iwill deny to pro- 
tec you is my Subjefls : And therefore if you be ſpoiled, 


robbed, or murdered, expett no Succours or Defence, from me, 


nor mine. Bur this being à very hard Caſe, they peti- 


tion d che Ring to repeal the Statute of Mort main, made 
in the fourch Year of his Reign, (which forbid all Perſons 
to give any Houſes or Lands to the Church, either at their 
Death, or before, without Leave from the Ring.) Bur 
the King was too well acquainted with the Benefit of that 


FBrͤratute, to part wich it; and therefore told them, That it 


was not in his Power, without the Conſent of Parliament, 
to make vid any Law whatſoever, (for this King was un- 
acquainted with Diſpenſing Power.) And fo they were 


red to be contented. He cauſed alſo the Clergy to 


bring im his Treaſury al uch Sums of Novey a the 
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'Earnly, Lord Chief Juſtice of that Kingdom. 


inthe King's Hands about twelve Years. 
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had pfomiſed to the Pope, to carry on cke War againſt - 
the Turks; and took up 100000 Quarters of Wheat, 
which he ſenr-ro. his Armies in Normandy, where the 
War was carried on with dou} iul Succeſs; 7 
In his 24th Year, 2 whom he made King 

of Scots, being ſecretly ſer on by che French King and. 
ſome others, renounced his Fealty and Homage to King 
Edward, and not only ſens him a proud Defiance, and al- 
ſo enter d with a tumultuous Army into the Northern Bor- 
ders; barbarouſly laying all waſte with Fire and Sword 
whereupon King Edward upbraiding him with the Fa- 
vours he had receiv'd from him, was uneaſie till he had 
reveng'd his Ingraritude; and therefore wich ſtrong 
Forces marched thither ; and having taken the Caſtle of 
Berwick, with the. Slaughter of 25000 Scots, he pro- 
ceeded to take Dunbar, Edingburgh, and all other Places 


of Strength: Upon which Baliul tlie Scots King, findipg 


himſelf in a wrong Box, humbly ſubmitted himſelf to the 
King, ſurrendring the Kingdom into his Hands, who with 
a ſirong Guard, ſent him Priſoner to the Tower of Luna 
don, but with an Allowance of Liberty and Attendance 
ſuirable to his Quality; and afterwards committed the 
Government of Scotland to John Maron, Earl of Suſſex, 
Sir Hugh Creffingham, High-Treaſurer, and Willja

Theſe Things thus happily finiſhed, the King turned 


his Arms to Fance; and the French King to divert him, 


ſtirred up the Scots again to rebel: But King Edward 
was now refolutely bent to fight che French, if it was poſ- 
ſible; and therefore continuing ſtill in Normandy, ſent © 
Orders to the Eat of Northumberland, to ſuppreſs that 
Rebellion; which he did with a very bloody Slaughter. 
So that the French King, finding his Politicks fail him, was 


unwilling to engage the Engliſh Army, and therefore ſent 


honourable Propoſitions of Peace; which being accepted 
by King Edward, a general Peace was proclaimed. And 
returning afterwards into England, the Citizens of London 
had their Charter reſtored, after it had remain d forfeited 
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But the Scots being now agait in Arms, under the 
Conduct of a valiane Commander, whoſe Name was Will: 
am Wallace, who had routed Earl Warren's Forces, taking 
and Advantage againſt em, as they paſſed over a Bricht 
Bear Ster / ing Caſtle, and Hugh Creſſingham, and many 
Engliſh being ſlain, the Scots fleed off his Skin, and 
cutting it in pieces, divided it among them; This made 
the King preſently march with a ſtout Army thither, ani 
Proceeding towards Scotland, called a Parliament at York, 
ummoning the Scots to appear there at a Day appoifited; 
which they not at all regarding, he marched forward, 
Thll increafing his Forces; and being come near the F. 
nemy, his Horſe ſtarting a the ſudden Shour'of the Scyts 
Army, juſt as he was putting his Foot in the Stirrup, 
threw him down, and ſtriking wich his Heels, broke two 
of the King's Ribs; however, he proceeded to the Bat- 

. tle ; and though the Sco#s, encouraged by Captain Wallace, 
_ Fought very valiantly, yer chey were at lengch defeated 
with the Loſs of ſeventy Thouſand Scots, at à Place cil- 
led, Pawkirk : Aſter this Battle, the King taking ſeveral 
ſtrong Places, returned back to England; and then ina 
Parliament holden at London -and Stamford, he confirmed 


acted, That no Tax or Subſidy ſhould be laid upon the 
Kingdom, without the Conſent of the King, Peers and 
Feopie: And for the greater Satisfaction of the People, 
he leſt theſe Words out of his Grants, Salvo Jure Corona 
naſtræ, Saving the Right of our Crown. pL 
And now King Edward, upon the Pope's. earneſt Re- 
gqiueſt, enlarged Fohn Baliol, who went into France, and 
tarried there.

Bur the Queen kept her Word with others, ne more 
than ſhe did with Her Subjects of Sol, for, contrary to 
her Articles, ſhe aſſiſted King Philip againſt France, ſend- 
ing an Army under the Earl of Pembrogke, to the Siege of 
. Quint ins, and the French attempting to relieve the 
Place, à Battle happened, in which the Chief of the 
French. Nobilicy were taken,-abd divers killed ; which 
victory was imputed to the Engliſh ; but they quickly 
after paid for it, having a much greater Loſs : For the 
ſtrong Town of Callis having more Forces drawn out of 
it than could be ſpared, was by the D. of Guz/e aflaulred, 
who, tho ar firſt repulſed, came on again ſo briskly, that 
the City was forced to ſurrender to the French, after / it 
lad beten poſſeſs d by the Engliſh 211 Years! This Loſs 
ſo afflicted the Queen, that ihe ſhortly after felt ſick of ta 
burning Feavet; which being alſo attended with a Dropy 
fre, and made more poignanc by the Unkind deſs ot her 
Husband, quickly brought her to ber End; having firſt 
told her Phyficians, That if they opened ber B dy after her 
Death, they wonld find Callis written in her Heart.

This made the 
Hollanders unite chemſelves in an offenſive and defenfive 
League,'' making the Prinoe of Orange their Commander 
in chief. But finding themſelves too weak, to oppoſe 
the bower of Spain, they ſent an honourable Embaſly to 
Q. Elizabeth, offering her the Soveraignty of Holland and 
Zealand, as ſhe was deſcended from the Earls of Holland, 
by Philippa the Wife of King Edward III. After mature 
debating of this Matter, the Queen gave them Thanks 
for their gond Intentions; adding, That tho' ſhe could 
not receive thoſe Provinces into ber Protection, yet ſhe 
aonld inerpoſe her good Offioes with the King of Spain, 
for che procuring of a Peace. And, notwithſtanding 
e ſaid; ſhe ſoon after ſent. them 20000 /. 
Which, with-feveral other Provocations, eſpecially that 
of Religion, ſo enraged the Pype and the Spaniards, that 
they refolyed upon her utter Deſtruction. For the K. of 
Spain prepared a great Navy, to which the Pope was God- 


fathet, aud named it, The. Invincible Armada; and with
